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Defying Classification 
 btceagenipe te DAILY NEWS has commented 
times in the past on the fact that the present business 
cepression defies exact classification. Economists who have 
usually been uncannily accurate in charting 
depression and prophesying their dates of ending have missed 
the mark this time by months and even by a year. Last spring 
it was commonly believed that June would see the be ginning 
of revival: then fall was picked upon as the period when 
the industrial curve would begin to rise. Instead, the curve 
continued a pretty consistent downward tendency. There 
<eems now to be some solid foundation for hope that the bot- 
tom was actually reached in January, 1931, and that we are 
slowly gaining aaa in an up-and- ote n process that has 
not vet gone far enough for us to see real progress. 

Months ago economic observers sunilieted the halt of 
the downward movement of commodity prices. Irving 
Fisher's index placed these at 77.7 in January, a new low 
since December, 1914. Yet here is May showing an average 
of 72.0, reaching toward the 67.3 of December, 1914, 
we touched the modern bottom of commodity prices. 

Last year students of business called attention to gen- 
erally depleted inventories as proof positive that the depres- 
sion was rapidly nearing its end. “People have not been 
buying even necessities in normal quantities. Storekeepers 
have allowed their shelves to become bare, or nearly so,’ 
said these observers. ““There can be only one answer to such 
a condition. People have got to start buying soon, whether 
they want to or not, and when they do the business curve 
must swing upward.’ 

If people did have to start buying in normal volume, 
they haven't heard of it, because they have not done so. The 
redueed inventories are still adequate to meet the nubnormal 
demand and the business curve still remains flattened out. 

Depleted inventories and public necessity would 
normally have but one meaning, but this depression is one 
defying ordinary laws of classification. 

However, there are now some straws in the wind indi- | 
cating that the ‘buyers’ strike” is nearing its end. Last year 
the tire companies expected generous buying of their prod- 
ucts because so many people were holding over their old cars 
for another season. But tire buying in 1930 was distinctly 
subnormal. However, the long-awaited change has come in| 
the tire field. Sales this year are running ahead of the sim- 
ilar period in 1930. Motor vehicle owners are buying again 
and the tire manufacturers are likely to do a pretty satis- 
factory business during the current year. It is evident now 
that car owners ran their tires just as long as it was possible. 
They did not replace at the first threat of trouble. They 
mended 
their old shoes. But now, apparently, the time has come when 
replacement is a necessity and not a convenience. 

This same condition will develop in other lines of mer- 
chandise. A buyers’ strike can last just so long. Necessity will 
end it, but, as with other featurgs of this depression, we have 
get to change our ideas as to what constitutes “‘necessity.”’ 
The buyer of 1928 or 1929 would have passed the line of what 
he considered “necessary” long since. Our own feeling is 
that “necessity” will bring buyers into the market again for 
a great many lines of merchandise in the fall of 1931. But

Even 
though the total volume in each case may be smaller than 
normally. this condition is hopeful. 

Perhaps we have reached the time when even the reluc- 
tant American buyer recognizes the arriva! of necessity.

EW YORK, May 19.—Retail sales 

of new passenger cars in New 
England in April continued to set 
the pace for the entire country, 
when compared with a year ago, 
according to the first registration 
returns from that section of the 
country. 

Connecticut, Rhode 
New Hampshire have 
gregate registrations for April of 
8.666, as against 10.395 for the same 
States in April of last year, a de- 
cline of only 16 per cent., and com- 
paring with 5,952 in March this 
vear, a seasonal upturn of per 
cent 

Registrations of new ars in 
three states in the first four months 
of this year amounted to 19,100, as 
compared with 23,776 in the corre- 
sponding period of last year, a fall- 
ing off of 19 per cent It is thus 
Seen that the rate of decline 
substantially cut in April

New Hampshire registrations 
month amounted to 1,844, as against 
1.121 im March, a gain of 64 per 
cent and comparing with 1.971 a 
year ago, off 6 per cent. The four- 
month total in New Hampshire was 
3.514, as against 3,435 a year ago, 
a@ gain of 2.3 per cent 

Among the leading Sellers in Con- 
mecticut, Auburn, Chevrolet and 
Pontiac in April were more heavily 
registered than a year ago, while 
these same cars also up gains 
for the first four months. Olds- 
mobile sales in the four months 
period were the same as in the 
corresponding period of 1930. 

In Rhode Island, nearly all the 
leading cars were more heavily sold 
in April than a year ago, the fol- 
lowing cars making gains: Auburn 
Chevrolet, Chrysler, De Soto, Dodge, 
Essex, Nash, Pontiac and Stude- 
baker. For the four months period, 
gains over last year were set up by 
Auburn, Nash, Pontiac and Stude- 
baker 

In New Hampshire, gains among 
the leading selling cars were made 
in April over last year by Buick, 
Chevrolet, Oldsmobile, Pontiac, Stu- 
debaker and Willys. Gains for the 
four months were made by these 
same cars and Essex and Nash
